STORY OF THE SIEGE. 


GEN. GR AN T’S DESCRIPTION OF TH E 


MINE EXPLOSIONS AT VICKSBURG. 


B lo w ing Off th e To p o f a H ill—A F right­

From the 23d of May the work of forti­ 
fying *£ nd pu shing forward cu r position 
nearer to the enemy had been steadily pro­ 
gressing. 
At the point on the Jackson road 
in front of Ransom’s brigade a sap was ru n 
u p to the enemy’s parapet, and by the 25th 
of Ju ne wo had it u ndermined and the mine 
charged. 
The enemy had cou ntermined, 
bu t did not su cceed in reaching ou r mine. 
*

On the 25th of Ju ne, at 3 o’clock, all being 
ready, the mine was exploded. 
A heav y 
artillery fire all along the line had been 
ordered to open with the explosion. 
The 
effect was to blow the top of the hill off, 
and make a crater where it stood. 
The 
breach was not su fficient to enable u s to 
pass a colu mn of attack throu gh. 
In fact, 
the enemy, hav ing failed to reach ou r mine, 
had thrown u p a line farther back, where 
more of the men gu arding that point were 
placed. 
There were a few men, howev er, left at 
the adv ance line, and others were working 
in the cou nter-mine, which was still being 
pu shed to find ou rs. 
All that were there 
were thrown into the air, some of them com­ 
ing down on ou r side, still aliv e. 
I remem­ 
ber one colored man who, hav ing been u n­ 
dergrou nd at work when the explosion took 
place, was thrown to ou r side. 
Ha was not 
mu ch hu rt, bu t terribly frightened. 
Some 
one asked him how high he had gone u p. 
‘ Du n no, massa, bu t t’ink ’bou t t’ree mile,” 
was the reply. 
Gen. Logan commanded at 
this point, and took this colored man to his 
qu arters, where he did serv ice to the end of 
the siege. 
T11RO WING H A ND-G RENADES. 
As ?oon as the explosion took place the 
crater was seized by two regiments of ou r 
troops who were near by, u nder cov er, 
where they had been placed for the express 
pu rpose. 
The enemy made a desperate 
effort to expel them, bu t failed and soon 
retired behind his new line. 
From hero, 
howev er, they threw hand-grenades, which 
did some execu tion. 
The compliment was 
retu rned by ou r men, bu t not with so mu ch 
effect. 
The enemy cou ld lay their grenades 
on the parapets, which alone div ided the 
contestants, and roll them down u pon u s, 
while from cu r side they had to be thrown 
ov er the parapet, which was at considerable 
elev ation. 
Du ring the night we made efforts to se­ 
cu re ou r position in the crater against tho 
missiles of the enemy, so as to ru n trenches 
alou g the ou ter base of their parapet, right 
and loft; bu t the enemy continu ed throwing 
their grenades, and brou ght boxes of field 
ammu nition (shells), the fu ses of which they 
wou ld light with port-firos, and throw them 
by hand into ou r ranks. 
We fou nd it im­ 
possible to continu e tho work. Another mine 
was consequ ently startod, which was ex­ 
ploded on the 1st of Ju ly, destroying an en­ 
tire redan, killing and wou nding a consider­ 
able nu mber of its occu pants, and leav ing 
an immense chasm where it stood. 
No at­ 
tempt to charge was made this time, tho ex­ 
perience of the 25th admonishing u s. 
Ou r 
loss in fhs erst affair was abou t thirty 
killed and wsu nded. 
The enemy mu st hav e 
lost u ioro in the two explosions than we did 
in the first. 
We lost nono in tho seconi. 
PEMBERTON’S SCHEME TO ESCAPE. 
Abou t this time an intercepted dispatch 
i r m Johnston to Pemberton informed mi 
that Johnston intended to make a deter 
rained attack u pon u s, in order to reliev o the 
garrison at Vicksbu rg. 
I knew tho garrison 
wou ld make no formidable effort to reliev o 
itself. 
The picket lines wore so close to each 
other—where there was space enou gh be- 
twee-« the lines to post pickets—that tho men 
ccu ld cov wifl. 
On the 2lst of Ju ne I was 
informed, throu gh this moans, that Pember­ 
ton was preparing to ©scape by crossing to 
tho Lou isiana side u nder cov er of night, 
that he had employed workmen in making 
boats for the pu rpose; that tho men hu d been 
canv assed to ascertain if they wou ld make 
an assau lt on tho “Yankees” to cu t their 
way ou t; that they had refu sed, and had 
almost mu tinied becau se their commander 
wou ld not su rrender and reliev e their su ffer­ 
ings, and had only bean pacified by the 
assu rance that boats enou gh 
wou ld be 
finished in a week to carry them all ov er. 
The rebel pickets also said that hou ses in 
♦he city bad been pu lled down to got m a­ 
terial to bu ild these boats with. 
Afterward 
this 'tory was rerifiocL 
On entering the 
Aity we fou nd a largo nu mber of v ery ru iely 
constru cted boats 
All necessary steps were at once taken tc 
reader su ch an attem pt abortiv e. 
Ou r 
pickets were dou bled; Admiral Pi rter was 
informed, so that tho riv er might be more 
closely watched; Material was collected on 
Mie west bank of tho riv er with which to 
light it u p if the attem pt wa< made; and 
batteries wore established along tho lov ee 
crossing the peninsu la on the Lou isiana side. 
Had the attem pt been made, the garrison 
f Vicksbu rg wou ld hav e been drowned or 
made prisoners on the Lou isiana side. 
Gen. 
Kichard Taylor was expected on tho west 
bank to co-operate in this mov ement, I tc- 
liov e, bu t he did u ot come, nor cou ld bo 
La v o done so with a force su fficient to be ot 
serv ice, 
< HAFF IN THE TRENCHES. 
Du ring the siege there had been a good 
deal of friendly sparring between the sol­ 
diers of the two armies on picket an i where 
the lines were close together. 
All rot*eis 
were known u s “Johnnies," all Union troop® 
as “Yanks. ’ Often “Johnny” wou ld call, 
“Well, Yank, when are you coming into 
town?” 
The reply was sometime-;, “We pro­ 
pose to celebrate the Fou rth of Ju ly there.” 
Sometimes it wou ld be, “We always treat 
cu r prisoners with kindness and do not want 
to hu rt them;" or “We are holding you as 
prisoners of war while you are feeding you r­ 
selv es,” eta 
The garrison, from the commanding-gon- 
eral down, u ndou btedly expected an assau lt 
on tbe 4th. 
They knew from thi temper o 
I 
their men that it wou ld be su ccessfu l when 
made, and that wou ld he a greater hu m ilia­ 
tion than to su rrender. 
Biaides, it wou ld 
De attended wifca sev ere loss to them. 
The 
Vicksbu rg paper (which we receiv ed regu ­ 
larly throu gh the cou rtesy of the rebel 
pickets said prior to the 4th, in ?p*ak.n; ot 


tbe Yankee boast that they wou ld' take din< 
ner iu Vicksbu rg that day, that the best re­ 
ceipt for cooking a rabbit w a s, “First ketch 
you r rabbit.” The paper at this time, and 
Cor some time prior, was printed on the 
plain side of wall-paper. 
The last edition 
was issu ed on the 5th, and au nou ncsd tha* 
-•¡re had “cau ght ou r rabbit ”

off, stu ff cotton batting in keyhole.

fu se in u nder. 
Tbe new style Yale and Sargent lock. Bore 
into the door. 
Insert powder. 
To make dies for C, heat you r die in pipe 
cherry rod. 
Place you r pipe and discov er 
you r money. 
Giv e one qu ick blow, then 
slide back and seal u p ends of pipes with 
porcelain. 
Take ju st what tools you really need, and 
be su re that all will work well bofore you 
start.
